WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Soviet Union set off Thursday 
the biggest underground nuclear 
blast ever recorded, American 
officials reported. 
The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion said Thursday night seis­ 
mic signals showed a detonation 
in the intermediate- to high- 
yield range — meaning it ap­ 
proached the equivalent of a 
million tons of TNT.

Army ammunition dump ex­ 
ploded in a huge ball of f i r e 
12 miles north of Saigon. 
First reports had said the 
blaze apparently inflicted only 
slight casualties, but Associat 
ed Press correspondent J o h n 
Lengle reported from the scene 
that American authorities there 
reported a heavy casualty toll. 
The blast laid waste the sur­ 
rounding jungle and broke win­ 
dows in Saigon. 
Large numbers of American 
troops are based in the Long 
Binh area, which is a supply 
area for the U.S. 1st and 25th 
divisions. A large hospital also 
is in the area.

said the explosion occurred 15 
miles north of Saigon, much 
farther away than was thought 
after the initial force of the ex­ 
plosion.

Oriskany Docks at Base

SUBIC BAY, Philippines (AP) 
—The flame-scorched aircraft 
carrier Oriskany, looking like 
the victim of a Kamikaze at­ 
tack, docked in the Philippines 
today to say goodbye to 43 fallen 
shipmates and to begin what 
was described as a "tremen­ 
dous job" of repair.

ton carrier 
steamed about 650 miles from 
her station in the Gulf of Tonln 
where two days ago she was 
racked by a white hot magnesi­ 
um-fed blaze. 
Within two hours after the 
Oriskany tied up at the U.S. 
Naval Base on Subic Bay, the 
flag-draped remains of 35 offi­ 
cers and eight enlisted men 
were carried from the ship to a 
Plane which flew them to Clark 
Air Force Base north of Manila 


on the first leg of their journey 
home. 
Six chaplains uttered quiet 
prayers and a bugler sounded 
taps as the 3,400-man ship’s 
company stood at attention. 
As the rites were held, 
for­ 
mal Navy investigation of the 
disaster was under way and 
hard-hatted ship repair workers 
were swarming over the smoke- 
blackened, fire-twisted hangar 
deck where the blaze centered. 
About half of the 35 officers 
killed were pilots, including the 
senior 
flying 
officer, 
Cradr. 
Rodney Carter of Porterville, 
Calif. 
Of the eight enlisted men 
killed, five were journalists. 
Three other men were seri­ 
ously injured and 35 others re­ 
ceived lesser injuries.

The 121-nation assembly voted 
114-2 Thursday night, with 3 ab­ 
stentions, to end South Africa’s 
old League of Nations mandate 
over the vast territory on her 
northwest borderland bring it 
under U.N. trusteeship. 
The resolution authored by 54 
Asian and African nations was 
the most drastic action the U.N. 
has ever embarked upon to try 
to compel South Africa to yield 
the territory. But the South Af­ 
rican government has served 
notice it will use "whatever 
means necessary" to block any 
attempt to take over the man­ 
date.

TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — The 
Northwest Ohio Water Develop­ 
ment Plan, aimed at assuring 
27 northwestern Ohio counties 
enough water for the next 40 
years, is expected to be ready 
in about two months, it was 
reported here today. 
Robert M. Tippett of Colum­ 
bus, an associate of Burgess- 
Niple, 
Consulting 
Engineers, 
spoke at one of the closing ses­ 
sions of the Ohio section of the 
American Water Works Associa­ 
tion. 
Tippett heads an engineering 
team hired by the state to make 
the study, which covers an area 
with a .6 million population and 
some 9,100 square miles, 22 per 
cent of Ohio’s area. It includes 
rivers and streams west of 
Cleveland that drain into Lake 
Erie and affects 140 cities and 
communities. 
The plan will hinge on con­ 
struction of a series of upland 
reservoirs. These are not on 
streams or rivers. They would 
be built on high ground and wa­ 
ter pumped into them from 
nearby streams and rivers dur­ 
ing periods of heavy rainfall, 
Tippett said. 
The plan will include assur­ 
ance of an adequate public wa 
ter supply, industrial water sup­ 
ply, agricultural water supply, 
flood control, recreation areas 
and pollution control. 
The engineers predict the pop 
ulation of the area will double 
in the next 40 years and that 
water consumption will triple in 
that same length of time.

The House Government Operations 
Committee used strong words to flay 
various agencies ai d departments over 
the handling ol economic aid to Viet 
Nam. 
4‘Unconscionable,’’ was one it used 
to describe mismanagement which was 
laid at the doors of the Apeney for In­ 
ternational Development, the Depart­ 
ments of State and Defense, the Gen­ 
eral Accounting Office and the United 
States Information Agency. 
It is no news that there is misman­ 
agement. Reporters in Viet Nam have 
for months been sending back stories 
documenting that. Now, perhaps the 
outrage expressed by the House Com­ 
mittee, if echoed by American taxpay­ 
ers, may force efforts to straighten out 
the mess. 
An administration which is burdening 
taxpayers with increasing programs, 
increasing taxes and increasing infla­ 


tion owes it to them to cut out such 
waste. 
Mountains of goods, handled careless­ 
ly, have encouraged graft and corrup­ 
tion.

th e handling of economic aid to Viet 
Nam. 
“Unconscionable,” was one it used 
to describe mismanagement which was 
laid at the doors of the Agency for In­ 
ternational Development, the Depart­ 
ments of State and Defense, the Gen­ 
eral Accounting Office and the United 
States Information Agency. 
It is no news that there is misman­ 
agement. Reporters in Viet Nam have 
for months been sending back stories 
documenting that. Now, perhaps the 
outrage expressed by the House Com­ 
mittee, if echoed by American taxpay­ 
ers, may force efforts to straighten out 
the mess. 
An administration which is burdening 
taxpayers with increasing programs, 
increasing taxes and increasing infla­ 


tion owes it to them to cut out such 
waste. 
Mountains of goods, handled careless­ 
ly, have encouraged graft and corrup­ 
tion. South Viet Nam, after years of 
war, has trouble enough finding good 
government leaders without being de­ 
liberately weakened in this way. This 
mismanaged goods has also sharply in­ 
creased inflation in the little country. 
Simultaneously enough of the goods has 
been filtering into the hands of the 
Viet Cong to give them aid and com­ 
fort. 
There is really no excuse for such 
stupid mismanagement of munificence. 
Washington experts know the econo­ 
mies of small countries well enough to 
realize the danger of loading such a 
nation with too much uncontrolled 
goods. They know Asian history well 
enough to know how inevitably such 
mismanaged largesse would become a 
source of graft and corruption.

Sister Rosa's Ordeal 
As Viet Cong Prisoner

To Be Held 


PHU BINH, South Viet Nam 
(AP)—Sister Rosa’s long night 
of suffering begin just as school 
let out. The laughter of her first- 
graders was echoing down the 
road when the Viet Cong ap­ 
peared in the doorway. 
“You’re a spy,” they shouted. 
They ripped off her nun’s hsb- 
it, took her crucifix, gave her 
some black pajamas just like 
their* and led her blindfolded 
mit of the village of Due My in 
the Mekong Delta, 
It was four days before last 
Christmas, 
The nun, 64, walked most of 
the night along a jagged trail. 
She knew it was well after mid­ 
night when they entered the 
bleak compound because they 
removed her blindfold just as 
the moon was setting. Then they 
took her rosary, clamped on 
handcuffs and chained her. with 
21 other prisoners, to a metal 
bar that ran the length of the 
low-ceiltoged thatched hut. 
So began the long days of 
chopping 
wood 
and 
washing 
rice, and the long silent nights, 
and the weeks and months of 
never being allowed to talk to 
anyone, of being forbidden to 
kneel in prayer and having to 
listen to propaganda lectures 
against her church. 
What had she done0 
The first of her many interro­ 
gators supplied the only clues 
with his opening two questions. 
Those English books she used in 
the school, they were supplied 
by the 
government, 
weren’t 
they? And hadn't two of the 
younger nuns been seen in town 
buying bolts of clothing with 
American money? 
One day this week, when the 


number of men «fid wdmen 
chained to the long bar bad 
reached 5, there was feverish 
activity 
among 
the 
guards. 
They hurried half the prisoners 
into sampans and promised to 
return for the rest. 
That afternoon, advance ele­ 
ments of the 9th Division of the 
South Vietnamese army, on a 
sweep through Vtoh Binh Prov­ 
ince, overran the Viet Cong 
base camp and found 18 hand­ 
cuffed, blindfolded prisoner.

Forced To Flee 
Dam Epidemic 


SEATTLE, Wash. (AP) — 
Nettie 
Eggers 
of Penawawa, 
Wash., put her two-bedroom 
bungalow on wheels this year 
and moved 25 uphill miles to 
another town, as a refugee from 
Washington State’s epidemic of 
dams.

Jones, an Annapolis graduate 
who retired from the Navy Id 
I960 after 30 years, radios daily | 
from his home in Westbury, j 
N.Y., a Long Island suburb, to j 
the U.S.S. Repose. 
By making a telephone-radio 
connection he is able to link the| 
men with their parents or girl 
friends

home near San Diego, Calif. 
On Tuesday, Jones hooked up 
Lance Cpl. Leonard McGuire,

Guire in Lakewood, N.J.

Jeremiah: Reluctant Prophet 


GOD WILL BE OBEYED DESPITE OUR 
UNWILLINGNESS 


Scripture—JcrcmLzh 1; t0:7-18. 


By R. H. RAMSEY 
WITH today’s lesson, we begin 
a five-part study of the great 
prophet Jeremiah. We 
know 
more of this stalwart spiritual 
figure’s personal life and expe­ 
riences than of other Old Testa­ 
ment prophets, and far more 
than of the elusive prophet 
Isaiah. 
Jeremiah was a man of the 
people, the son of a Ben j ami te 
priest who lived in An&thoth, a 
town a few miles northeast of 
Jerusalem. Though he worked 
mainly in Jerusalem, Jeremiah 
s e e m s to have maintained 
strong ties with his native vil­ 
lage, where he spent at least 
some of his time carefully ob­ 
serving the nature and ways of 
birds, beasts and plants. 
Jeremiah was a lonely man. 
He sought no public authority 
and he believed his vocation as 
a prophet precluded marriage 
surd family ties. His unpopu­ 
larity and difficulties with his 
own people began early and con­ 
tinued throughout his more than 
40-year ministry. He called for 
spiritual reform when the na­ 
tion was hard pressed and 
threatened by surrounding for­ 
eign powers. 
It was a time of conflict, po- 


Jeremiah had a divine voca­ 
tion. God sanctified him and 
ordained him a prophet before 
he was bom. Yet, such ministry 
was the last thing Jeremiah 
wanted for himself. 
He tried 
to avoid it. He protested that, 
being an immature, inexperi­ 
enced youth, he could not speak 
— and the Lord touched his 
mouth and gave him words. He 
protested he was afraid, for 
such a message would not maks 
him popular—and the Lord as­ 
sured him of His presence with 
him end deliverance. He tried 
to remain silent — and God’s 
words became a fire within him 
until he could no longer endure 
the conflict and spoke out 
After he had been reminded 
that God was hie Creator and 
therefore knew his capabilitiee 
and would further supplement 
them with additional power and 
wisdom, Jeremiah reluctantly 
accepted God’s command. God 
seldom gives greater burdens 
then man can bear: and in those 
rare instances when He does, 
the Lord also provides greater 
strength with which to bear 
them. 
Jeremiah was set over the 
nations and the kingdoms by 
God, to use His words to root

rounding Palestine—Egypt, As­ 
syria, Babylon (Chaldea). In 
598 B.C., the Chaldeana invaded

“prophet of tears," a not too 
harsh or

judgment of his ministry, for he 
had much to weep over. His na­ 
tion was about to be destroyed, 
his people carried into captivity, 
and God had chosen him for 
the sad task of bringing this 
message of impending doom. 
The kingdom of Judah had 
been saved from Assyria In the 
time of Isaiah. It could also 
have been saved from the Baby­ 
lonians more than 100 years 
later had not the people sinned 
themselves into a s i t u a t i o n 
which required judgment and 
redemption through suffering. 
They had forsaken God, they 
had burned incense to other 
gods, and they worshiped the 
works of their own hands. For 
this they will be punished and 
Jeremiah will prophesy the com 
ing judgment among them. 


out and destroy the plants not 
of God’s own planting; to over­ 
throw and pull down the build­ 
ings for which God had not 
laid the foundations; but he was 
to use God’s words construc­ 
tively, as well, to plant accord­ 
ing to God's will and to build 
according to His line and plum­ 
met. As signs of this, God 
showed Jeremiah an almond 
tree and a boiling pot facing 
north. Jeremiah correctly inter­ 
preted their symbolism: he was 
to be awake, alert, for the criti­ 
cal hour of judgment was upon 
Judah and it would be executed 
by a nation coming from the 
north. 
Later, depressed and discour­ 
aged because none would heed 
him, persecuted and reviled by 
his contemporaries, and know­ 
ing his enemies were plotting 
to catch him in some utterance 
for which he could be con­ 
demned and put to death, Jere­ 
miah cried out bitterly against 
his misery, cursing the day he 
had been bom into such & life 
of labor, shame and sorrow. 
In the midst of overwhelming 
circumstances, Jeremiah remem­ 
bered that the Lord was with 
him, and, In remembering, sang 
with the joy in his heart.

TOKYO (AP)—To leap into 
the apace age, a nation needs 
down payment of $5,000, dedi­ 
cated effort, and ingenious engi­ 
neers such as Kideo Itokawa. 
This was 
Japan's formula, 
anyhow, 
Now 
it’s 
apparetly 
only a m atter of months before 
Japan puts an earth satellite 
into orbit. 
The cost will be only $300,000 
for the rocket and launching. 
Japan’s space program, 
al­ 
ready significant, différés in ma­ 
jor respects—some by choice, 
some enforced—from those of 
the United States,the Soviet Un­ 
ion and other countries. 
It Is modest but bold. It is sci­ 
entifically useful. And it is not 
centralized. 
It began 11 years ago with 
baby rockets, only 9 inches long, 
fired by impatient Dr. Itokawa 
of the Institute of Space and 
Aeronautical Science at the Uni 
versity of Tokyo. 
Itokawa is a 5-foot engineer of 
53 who joined the university in 
1941 because he "was tired of 
designing airplanes,” including 
the Zero fighter, and ”1 was In­ 
terested in jets and higher alti­ 
tude performance.” 
By late 1952, when the post 
war ban against Japan’s engag 
ing in research on aircraft or 
space was lifting, ” 1 decided to 
switch to space science again,” 
beginning by begging the gov­ 
ernment for research funds for 
rocketry. 
"We got our first money, $5,- 
000, in 1955. It was very little, 
but it was good news. It meant 
the government would help,” he 
said. 
“Now we 
have 
an 
annual 
budget of about $9 million for 
space research work.” 
This is a pittance by Western 
standards, but a decade of work 
has produced astonishing prog­ 
ress. 
Itokawa’s institute, now with 
200 engieers, turned out space- 
research balloons on an up­ 
ward stair-step progression of 
The L or Lambda series of 
ever larger rockets. 
The L or Lambda series of 
rockets, 32 feet high, can push a 
scientific payload 1,100 miles 
high. The M or Mu series, i 
four-stage rocket now being de 
veloped, will be able to reach 
7,500 miles above earth. 
These rockets open the door 
for satellites marked “ Made in 
Japan.” 
The Mu series rockets weigh 


39 tons, stand more than 70 feet 
high—taller 
than 
the 
U. 8. 
Minuteman 
missile 
equipped 
with a nuclear warhead. 
American and Soviet rockets 
carrying spacecraft or satellites 
sophisticated guidance curves 
them into orbital path. 
Japan’s rockets are fired off 
at an angle. Left alone, they 
follow a simple arc back to 
earth.

We are 
penalizing the man who has worked his whole life to build 
up something that he may enjoy as his own, or leave to his 
children by forcing him to sign a lien in order to get aid.” 


“A provision of this sort,” he commented, “penalizes the 
family that has been industrious. An applicant for aid that 
has no property does not pay so high a price for the payments 
he will receive. Should we penalize one for being more indus­ 
trious?”

Jeremiah: Reluctant Prophet 


GOD WILL BE OBEYED DESPITE OUR 
UNWILLINGNESS 


Scripture—Jeremiah I ; 80:1-18. 


By R. H. RAMSEY 
WITH today’s lesson, we begin 
a five-part study of the great 
prophet Jeremiah. We 
know 
more of this stalwart spiritual 
figure's personal life and expe­ 
riences than of other Old Testa­ 
ment prophets, and far more 
than of the elusive prophet 
Isaiah. 
Jeremiah was a man of the 
people, the son of a Benjamlte 
priest who lived in Anathoth, a 
town a few miles northeast of 
Jerusalem. Though he worked 
mainly in Jerusalem, Jeremiah 
a e e m s to have maintained 
atrong ties with his native vil­ 
lage, where he spent a t least 
some of his time carefully ob­ 
serving the nature and ways of 
birds, beasts and plants. 
Jeremiah was a lonely man. 
He sought no public authority 
and he believed his vocation as 
a prophet precluded marriage 
and family ties. His unpopu­ 
larity and difficulties with his 
ewn people began early and con­ 
tinued throughout his more than 
40-year ministry. He called for 
spiritual reform when the na­ 
tion 
was 
hard 
pressed mid 
threatened by surrounding for­ 
eign powers. 
It was a time of conflict, po- 


Jeremiah had a divine voca­ 
tion. God sanctified him and 
ordained him a prophet before 
he was born. Yet, such ministry 
was the last thing Jeremiah 
wanted for himself. 
He tried 
to avoid it. He protested that, 
being an immature, inexperi­ 
enced youth, he could not speak 
— and the Lord touched his 
mouth and gave him words. He 
protested he was afraid, for 
such a message would not make 
him popular—and the Lord as­ 
sured him of His presence with 
him and deliverance. He tried 
to remain silent — and God’s 
words became a fire within him 
until he could no longer endure 
the conflict and spoke out 
After he had been reminded 
that God was his Creator and 
therefore knew his capabilities 
and would further supplement 
them with additional power and 
wisdom, Jeremiah 
reluctantly 
accepted God’s command. God 
seldom gives greater burdens 
than man can bear; and in those 
rare instances when He does, 
the Lord also provides greater 
strength with which to bear 
them. 
Jeremiah was set over the 
nations and the kingdoms by 
God, to use His words to root

TOKYO (AP)—To leap into 
the space age, a nation needs 
down payment of $5,000, dedi­ 
cated effort, and ingenious engi­ 
neers such as Hideo Itokawa. 
This was 
Japan’s formula, 
anyhow. 
Now 
ifs 
apparetly 
only a m atter of months before 
Japan puts an earth satellite 
into orbit. 
The cost will be only $300,000 
for the rocket and launching. 
Japan’s space program, 
al­ 
ready significant, differes in ma­ 
jor respects—some by choice, 
some enforced—from those of 
the United States,the Soviet Un­ 
ion and other countries. 
It is modest but bold. It is sci­ 
entifically useful. And it is not 
centralized. 
It began l l years ago with 
baby rockets, only 9 inches long, 
fired by impatient Dr. Itokawa 
of the Institute of Space and 
Aeronautical Science at the Un! 
versity of Tokyo. 
Itokawa is a 5-foot engineer of 
53 who joined the university in 
1941 because he “ was tired of 
designing airplanes,” including 
the Zero fighter, and "I was in 
terested in jets and higher alti­ 
tude performance.” 
By late 1952, when the post 
war ban against Japan’s engag 
ing in research on aircraft or 
space was lifting, “ I decided to 
switch to space science again,” 
beginning by begging the 
gov­ 
ernment for research funds for 
rocketry. 
“We got our first money, $5,- 
OOO, in 1955. It was very little, 
but it was good news. It meant 
the government would help,” he 
said. 
“Now we 
have 
an 
annual 
budget of about $9 million for 
space research work.” 
This is a pittance by Western 
standards, but a decade of work 
has produced astonishing prog­ 
ress. 
Itokawa’s institute, now with 
200 engieers, turned out space- 
research balloons on an up­ 
ward stair-step progression of 
The L or Lambda series of 
ever larger rockets. 
The L or Lambda series of 
rockets. 32 feet high, can push a 
scientific payload 1,100 miles 
high. The M or Mu series, a 
four-stage rocket now being de­ 
veloped, will be able to reach 
7,500 miles above earth. 
These rockets open the door 
for satellites marked “ Made In 
Japan.” 
The Mu series rockets weigh 


39 tons, stand more than 70 feet 
high—taller 
than 
the 
U. S. 
Minuteman 
missile 
equipped 
with a nuclear warhead. 
American and Soviet rockets 
carrying spacecraft or satellites 
sophisticated 
guidance curves 
them into orbital path. 
Japan’s rockets are fired off 
at an angle. Left alone, they 
follow a simple arc back to 
earth. 


The biU for a Mu satellite, 
rocket and launching, will be 
about a million dollars Itokawa 
estimates. 
The busy Cape Kennedy of 
Japan is Uchinura, a complex 
of facilities on a high forested 
bluff overlooking the Pacific in 
southern Kyushu Island. 
The science and technology 
agency is developing a satellite 
launching center on Tanegashi*r 
ma Island which will use Mu 
rockets. Various governmental 
agencies are planning satellite 
payloads for studies of weather, 
for communications and naviga­ 
tion. Japan’s defense agency, 
quite separately, is reported to 
be developing short-range inter­ 
ceptor-type rockets, 
the only 
space program with military 
purposes. 
And, aa of now. there is no 
talk at all about future Japa­ 
nese astronauts.

In Welfare and Happiness 


State Representative Myrl H. Shoemaker, running for elec­ 
tion to the General Assembly from the newly created 21»t 
Representative District, today expressed his $reat concern 
over the problems of the aged in Ohio He believes that tile 
aged individual has an indispensable role to play in achieving 
his own welfare and happiness. “The role of the state should 
be to assist the needy aged individual,” Shoemaker stated, “not 
to make him dependent on the state. Thus we should safeguard 
the freedom, the initiative, and independence of the needy 
aged.” 


One way to do this, the veteran legislator pointed out, Is to 
let them retain what they own. “Aid to the aged,” he coo 
turned, “should not extract from the individual what lie has 
worked all his life to achieve — his home. Present Ohio law 
forces a recipient of our aged aid program to place a lien on 
his real property in favor of the state welfare board. We arc 
penalizing toe man who has worked his whole life to build 
up something that he may enjoy as his own, or leave to his 
cnildren by forcing him to sign a lien in order to get aid.” 


“ A provision of this sort,” he commented, “penalizes the 
family that has been industrious. An applicant for aid that 
has no property does not pay so high a price for the payments 
he will receive. Should we penalize one for being more indus­ 
trious?” 


If elected to the General Assembly from Pickaway and Ross 
Counties Shoemaker plans to introduce legislation to effective­ 
ly remedy this situation.
